2. Settlements were curtailed by 35,178 bighas, while the area actually 
cultivated showed a still further contraction, being 40,711 bighas short of that 
of the preceding year; but, although there was this decrease in area shared. 
in by both Agencies, there was an increase in the quantity of opium produced, 
amounting to 10,609 maunds at Patna and 4.856 maunds at Benares. The 
quality of the drug, also, appears to have been generally finer and of a 
higher consistence than usual, and in the Benares Agency it is said to have been 
better than has been reported for years.' Tothese excellent results climatic 
influences no doubt largely contributed, for the weather, although no 
means uniformly favourable throughout the year, is said to have been decidedly 
so at the critical time of lancing and collecting the juice; but, allowing for 
this, the Lieutenant-Governor considers that the department is pert mgra- 
tulated on its success in extending the system, to which special attention was 
drawn in last year’s Resolution, of limiting the area of cultivation and effecting 
settlements to the greatest advantage by insisting upon the judicious selection 
of the best and most conveniently situated lands, as well as of experienced 
and successful cultivators only. The extension of cultivation was formerly 
the object of Government, but a departure was made in the year 1885-86 
in consequence of the large stock of. opium in hand at the commencement 
of that season, and orders were then passed with a view to prevent an 
further increase in production. The change of policy thus initiated has 
recently been given a still more pronounced turn by the issue of instruc- 
tions directing a specific reduction of cultivation, a step necessitated by the 
further accumulation of an excessive reserve both at Caleutta and in the 
factories. ‘These orders, it is explained by the Benares Agent, were not 
received till after the settlements had commenced and had made fair 
gress: but nevertheless it appears from the figures given that a loyal effort 
was made to give effect to the wishes of Government. Unremuneratiye tracts 
were abandoned, advances refused to unsatisfactory cultivators and bad villages, 
inferior cultivation in the neighbourhood of, large towns closed, and*by these 
means the area, which the Agent had been desired to limit to 425,000 bighas, 
actually reduced to 427,569 bighas, This is all the more creditable, as Mr. Rivett- 
Carnac reports that ithe Benares Agency the cultivation of opium is gaining 
in popularity, and nothing causes so much disappointment among the cultivators 
as an order limiting its production. In the Behar report. the subject of con- 
tracting the cultivation is practically left unnoticed, being deferred till next

Tux week commenced in Bengal with fine weather everywhere; pressure and ‘temps 
ture were both high, and rising ; winds were everywhere light, and generally seth roundly 
on the coast and in South Bengal, but south-westerly in the interior. There were, however, on 

. the last day of the previous week distinct indications of the advance of a barometric depression 
over the North-West frontier, and on the 16th a well-formed depression covered Rajputana and 
Po Central India, ‘The weather continued fine on Saturday in Bengal, and in most 
India

ts on Sunday, when the first symptoms of the depression approaching from Central 

i d in the west of the province, but the depression in its advance had become 
decidedly more diffused, and on this day it covered the’ greater part of the ‘North-West 
Provinces and Central India. The barometer then: fell over the whole of Bengal, and 
though humidity decreased in South Bengal, the skies were clouded in Fehar and West 
, and light clouds appeared elsewhere, Rain fell in many parts of Behar on the 

17th, some stations in the Patna and Gya districts reporting about an inch. Winds still 
remained light, but the direction was more generally northerly. The fall of pressure that 


commenced on the 17th continued nearly ot till Wednesday, the only exceptions * 
0 


being in Orissa and along the east coast the Bay, where occasionally pressure rose 
slowly. The depression on approaching Bengal continued to become more diffused, and 
when it actually advanced over the province it to a considerable extent filled up. Hence, 
though the weather was unsettled and a considerable amount of rain fell during its passage 
over the province, the total fall of Leap during the four days, from Sunday to 
Wednesday, was not very large. On Monday, the 18th, rainfall became more general 
in the northern districts, but none fell in the south of the province, until tho 19th, 
when fairl cg” tare ‘commenced, which continued at many stations on the 20th. 
The rainfall on sday, the 19th, was general all over the province; but, as it frequently 
accompanied thunderstorms, the falls were very irregular in amount, some stations receiving 
considerably more than an inch, and some none at all. The amounts were, however, usually 
between a fourth and half an inch. On the 20th, the distribution of the rainfall was very 
similar to that of the 19th, irregular and rather ug, but general over the province. The 
diffused low-pressure area was on this day over Kast Bengal, where the fall of pressure 
amounted to about ‘05 inch, and southerly winds accompanied the depression, though in the 
western districts a strong, north-westerly current had set in.

_ ‘Weather at the close of the previous 
character reas Oe 8 of the cold season and the gradually commencement of the 
hot-weather conditions. Light and rather variable winds, alternating sometimes between north 
aan aS but weather was fine and rainless over the whole province. At this time 
there was, however, a very deep barometric depression lying over the Scind frontier, and on 
the 23rd, or the first day of the present week, the depression increased decidedly in intensity. 
On the 24th the very powerful depression had moved to the Punjab, and on the 25th it had 
either filled up or passed away in an easterly direction across the hills. The weather was 
during this period very much disturbed over the whole of Northern India, and hou 
the depression was far removed from the province of Bengal, yet on the 25th the 
disturbed conditions even reached as far as Korth Behar in a modified form, and rain 
showers were received in the districts of Durbhunga, Mozufferpore, Chumparun, and Sarun. 
These disturbed conditions, however, rapidly disappeared, and weather again became fine 
over the whole province, and there were no further changes of importance until quite the 
close of the week. On February 28th the barometric changes occurring over the province, 
though small, were decidedly irregular, showing apparently that disturbed conditions were 
again commencing. Qn March Ist the irregular barometric changes continued in Bengal 
and over Central India, and a distinct but shallow barometric depression was formed which 
stretched from the (entral Provinces across to Upper Scind. Here, again, on this days 
though the actual depression did not reach Bengal and Behar, a few showers of rain 
commenced to fall over Behar, but in the majority of cases the smounts were very small. 
During the week very light winds have generally been reported, and there has at the 
southern stations been a tendency to the setting in of southerly winds and for several 
days, particularly during the first half of the week, southerly winds, were reported in South 

‘With the setting in of southerly winds, temperature and humidity increased repidly 
during the first half of the week, though when northerly winds again set in during the 
pa half of the week, temperature and humidity decidedly fell. On the whole, however, 
there has been a decided increase in temperature during the week througout the province. 

It will thus be seen that the week under review has a:ain been one in which the transition 
conditions between the cold and hot seasons have been strongly marked. 

Pressure. —The re oscillations during the wok have had a decided upward 
tendency, and though the mean pressure of the province for the previous week had been 
almost alsolutely normal, the average pressure for the present week has been about 0-05 
ze in excess of the normal. This excess pressure is also fairly equally distributed over 

province. 

Temperature.--The principal point to be noted in the temperature changes during the 
week has been the steady increase which has taken place. Thue the everage of the vis 
daily temperature of various stations in the province for the week ending March 22nd 
was 69°, for the present week the average shows 73°; or there has been an average increase 
in the mean temperature of 4° during the week. For the present week the general average 
temperature has been slightly in excess of the normal, the mean excess showing about 0:7°.
